Andwnto the bur- 
ning of the Temple 390. yeres after Iſ7acl fell away nder lerobo- 
am ; there Ezekiel hath one ſum: and no plaine reader would 
thinke of doubt. Likewiſe for Nebuchadnezar, Ieremy afore 
telleth of 7 0. yeeres ſuperiority : whereby all ſimple Tewes held the 
trueth , and later record it, And at the end of them, the Angel 
afore telleth of 490. yeeres for ſaluation : who ſo will not make the 
Angel a deceaner, but begin from the time of ſpeaking, and end, at 
the performaunce of the thing ſpoken, can not m:ſſe.

Daxid 
Kim:hi in the Root Alan, telleth, that in the Arabique 
tongue(which ioyneth to the Hebrew, or Chaldean)$Shac, 
15a king : yetfor this ward, the Rabbiner hold 1tto invert 
the Alphabet, to take the laſt letters for the firſt, So She-. 
ſac, ſhould be Babel. Darkely he was to ſpeake it: and 
Ezekiel was not to take his accompt from Babel. So that 
obieRion concludeth nothing : & ſame lew would have 
touched it, ifit had been of force: but nonedid regard it. 

And the hand wryting LENE, De hath numbzed, 
Das. 5. endeth cleercly the ſeaucaty of Captiuitic, that 
from the firſt of Nebrcadnezars houſe, it muſt berecko. 
ned. And we may ſee that the Sunne in his twelue Signes 
can not ſhew more clecre diſtintion of times, then do 
theſe Scriptures of moſt noble ſtories, of the Temples 
ſtanding,cnd; and continuance in deſolation. 


Ofche fourth, andlaſt poynt. 


He feurth and laſt poynt, is moſt wonderfull : rec- 

| koned not by the Fathers, as the time from c Adam 
to Abraham : not by the comming from Egypt as the 

time of the Tcmples buylding: nor by the king- 
dome parted vnder Koboamand Jeroboamy as thenceto the 
burning of the Temple, & end of the Kingdome, Ezekict 
gane one whole fumme ; norby a ſtrange Kingdome, as 
the tine of the Captimtic; but _ aforchand (oclcercly 
I mn 
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inan whole, and partes, with ſuchprecious matter, that 
CIoſes on Mount Stnaz, could fee no greater light, then 
our mindes may from the dotrine of this part ; deliuered 
inthe firſt yearc of Darins the Xede, or of Cyrus the Per- 
fran, after they had conquered Pabylon, and thetime of 7- 
dah was come, that they ſhould looke for areturne home. 
Ofit Gabrie/ is the Meſſenger to teach, and Damiel is the 
Scholler. The text may helpe much, being layde downe 
according tothe cleare meaning of the Ebrew. Seaucntie 
ſeauens (of yeares ) are cut out for thy people, and for thy @ 4 
Citiez to conſume wickedneſſe, and te aboliſh ſinnes, and to make 
reconciliation for iniquitie,and to brig righteonſneſſe ener-laſting, 
and toſeale Viſion and Prophet, and to ſhew CHRIST the Holy of 
Holy. This the Angel ſpeaketh, and afterwardes doth 
deuideit. The houre of the day when he ſpake it, was the 
time of the Eucning offering ; that is,our three of the 
clocke,as appeareth by Talmud Teruſalemy,and Rambam in 
Tephilla,or Prayer,and Af.4. And at the /ewes ninth houre, 
our Lord gaue yp the Ghoſt, ſaying ; That all was perfor- 
»:d(tor ſufferinges.) Thus the Lord meant, that exattly 
490, yeares after the Prayer of Damel, euen to the very 
houre ofthe day,our Redemption ſhould be wrought. 


eAſſertions touching the certaintie of this text. 

1 Any common Lawyer would determine, that the 
terme muſt begin from the ſpeaking; and end, when that 
is performed which 1s ſpoken of. 

2 In the wordes of an honeſt man, ſpoken in the like 
ſort,none would doubt what ſheuld be the truc meaning.

not beenin the Angels wordes. 
5 Of ancientie it was-vſcd, that when a perticuler 
Chronicle was not in writing,by ſucceſsions of liues the 
matter ſhould be examined; that twentie generations one 
with an other, each ſhould make for a diſtance betwixt 
the birth of a man, and the time when he 1s a Father, about 
twentic yeares. So, it falleth out in Dauids houſe in two 
tamilics, Sa/omons and Nathans, before the Captiuntie,nauch 
in that rate. We haucin S. Matthew and $S. Luke, for Zore- 
babel, (Officer at the returge from Babe/,) two other fami- 
lies z one of Aormd,of very few diſcentes; and an other of 
Rheſa,of 19. generations : both thoſe families ſhould be 
extreamely iniuricd,if we feigne againſt Gods word farre 
more yeares, for fewerlater men, then for many aboue: 
So S. Matthew and $ Lake ſhould both be diſgraced, if 
more yearcs ſhould-be fecigned from Heathen, for this 
ume. 
6 A leworaTurke would caſt off $. Matthews Goſpel, 
if he ſaw in the maxgent for ten ſucceſsions from eAvind 
to Joſeph* 527. yeares, where twenty from Nathan, had |, 
but about 430. yeares. Thethruſting of them {o long, ſo O_ be 
many millions of them te Gehenna hire, hath been a great by fome lace 
ſinne. Wherefore the cauſe of that ruine, the exceeding Clonides, 
of the Angels Chronicle, ſhould beloathed as extreamly 
hurtful. 
7 Thaterrour is moſt evident: For many haue feigned 
fiue men more then truech, betwixt Zorobabeland loſeph : 
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as Tilemanut Stella, and others, haue put foorth the Ge- 
nealogy : whick thing was no kſle lothfome, then to 
placc Ideles inthe Temple of God. 

$ Thelewes reckoning of anctenty by Ivbilces, net- 
ther did miſſe, nor could wfle in their owne Chronicle. 

If they had miſſed, they would have refiſted the Apoſtels 
by argumentes from the time: which is very vſually men- 
tioned in thenew Teſtament. As the time of the king 
deme of heancn, Lk. 19. the duc time of ſuftering. Row. x. 
the fulneſſe oftime,Eph. 7. 

9 Talmud [eruſalemy treating of examining witnefles, 
bringeth a rule from R. Symionben Tochai, that it muſt be 
examined in what Jubilce any mattcr in tryal! fcil our. 
T hat rancorous Rabbine wasot the Apoſtles age : who 
yet durſt not obie diſagreement for the time, by the 
Jubilee. 

10 The 49000. who came home from Bby/orypon 
Gabriels prophecic, they could not chooſe but vnderſtand 
the time to begin at their retune , and bid their poſteritie 
belceue, that at 490. end, Chriſt ſhould be their king.
